Yesterday  morning  we  saw  Mr.  Cairns,  an  intel- 
ligent and  enterprising  Scotch  gentleman,  who  is 
engaged  in  the  establishment  of  extensive  oil  mills 
at  Cloverport  for  the  making  of  oil  from  theBreck- 
euridge  Channel  Coal.  Mr.  Cairns  wishes  to  obtain 
from  the  Legislature  a  charter  for  the  oil  company, 
and  we  trust  that  it  will  be  granted  with  all  conve- 
nient despatch,  though  we  are  aware  that  the  pres- 
sure of  busiuess  upon  the  Legislature  is  very  great.

No  important  changes  have  taken  place  in  finan- 
cial affairs  during  the  past  week.  The  money 
market  coutinncB  to  be  well  Hnpplicd,  but  the  de- 
mand is  active,  not  only  in  bank,  but  outside,  call- 
ing into  active  iilay  all  the  immediate  resoni  ccs  of 
onr  monicd  institnlions.  The  active  preparations 
going  on  for  the  opening  spring's  business  lliuls 
ample  nse  for  all  the  spare  funds  offered. 

The  continued  suspension  •f  navigation  on  oui 
snow  and  ioo  bound  river  and  railroads,  shut  out 
the  receipt  of  a  large  proportion  of  every  descrip- 
tion of  produce.  This,  as  a  natural  consequence, 
must,  to  a  certain  extent,  affect  the  money  market ; 
for  b'dls,  drawn  against  produce,  must  be  met, 
whether  that  gets  to  market  or  is  in  transitu— yet, 
with  all  this  drawback,  money  is  easy— on  call  at 
6® 8  per  cent,  while  outside  street  paper  iedone  at 
at  O'lvVZ  per  cent. 

The  Official  Weekly  Bank  averages  shows  an 
active  and  increased  movement,  aa  follows,  viz.:

The  gain  in  specie  is  larger  than  anticipated,  and 
places  the  banks  in  a  strong  position. 

At  Philadelphia  the  inoucy  market  continnes 
easy,  good  paper  being  readily  passed  at  H'a)d  per 
cent  for  first  class  names. 

At  Boston,  money  is  quoted  from  9  to  10  pcrot.; 
short  first  class  paper  passing  readily  at  the  lowest 
rate  named.  Negotiations  arc  not  large  outside 
of  the  banks. 

The  foreign  bill  market  is  quite  firm,  with  higher 
rates.  Leading  bankers  are  asking  GH'SOii  per 
cent,  for  sterling,  and  5.22'^®5.18?4  for  Francs. 

The  movement  in  uncurrcnt  money  is  compara- 
tively light;  a  large  proportion  of  the  oflcriugs  be- 
ing of  that  class  of  banks  that  depend  more  upon 
the  profits  of  a  large  circulation  than  upon  loans 
and  discounts. 

The  operations  at  the  stock  board  for  the  last 
week  have  been  unusually  large,  and  increasing 
daily,  with  much  firmness  in  all  classes  on  the  list 
Outsiders  are  sending  in  their  orders  freely,  and  so 
long  as  this  continues,  they  will  appreciate — but 
when  their  day  comes  for  selling,  look  out  for 
brtakers.  These  "stated"  periods  have  always 
com* — they  will  again.   For  prices,  see  table.

George  Smith,  as  Director,  S.  C.  H)ir?inson,  ProFidcnt,  and 
J.  R.  Valoiuiue,  Cashier  of  said  bank,  lor  ii  Tinlation  of  the 
pth  section  of  the  Cih  Division  oi  the  Penal  Cnde,  and  that 
ho  life  surh  moan"  nud  lako  such  steps  as  may  be  lesal  and 
proper  to  cause  such  persona  to  bo  brought  to  trial  and  oun- 
wlHncnt. 

This  bank,  we  are  advised,  is  retiring  its  circula- 
tion as  fast  as  prudence  to  those  interested,  will 
admit.

The  Attorney  General  has  conversed  with  those 
persons  who  acted  aa  messengers  of  the  Bank  in 
carrying  the  retired  bills  from  Ann  Harbor  to  Lan- 
sing, who  concur  in  stating  that  they  went  into  the 
Treasury  vault,  and  there  saw  large  masses  of  the 
bills  of  the  Government  Stock  Bank  lying  about, 
some  in  a  trunk,  some  loosely  in  an  old  caudle  box, 
some  on  shelves,  and  some  in  pigeon  holes,  accessi- 
ble to  any  person  cnteruig ;  that  they  called  Mr. 
Bailey's  attention  to  the  danger  of  having  them  in 
that  condition ;  he  manifested  indifference,  and  re- 
plied that  it  was  no  concern  of  his.  Mr.  Fleming, 
the  President  of  the  Bank  in  1854,  informed  the 
Attorney  General,  that  on  hearing  of  these  facta 
from  a  messenger  whom  he  had  sent  with  a  quan- 
tity of  retired  bills,  he  at  once  resigned  his  post. 
The  deflcit  in  the  sect*ities  to  redeem  the  outstand- 
ing circulation  is  ^6,3C0. — Detroit  Advertiser.

A  patent  has  just  been  taken  out  by  a  gen- 
tleman of  this  city  (whose  name  we  are  not  at 
liberty  to  mention,)  for  the  prevention  of  the  coun- 
terfeiting of  bank  bills  in  every  manner,  either  by 
photographing,  altering  or  otherwise ;  and  so 
highly  approved  is  his  invention,  that  four  of  the 
banks  of  this  city  will  proceed  to  issue  bills  after 
this  new  method,  having  secured  from  the  patentee 
the  privilege  of  so  doing.  This  valuable  aud  u.^eful 
invention  is  the  result  of  chemical  experiments,  at 
first  engaged  in  for  mere  pastime,  but  thereafter 
continued  for  a  period  of  more  than  eight  months, 
as  new  results  were  brought  to  light  from  time 
to  time,  until  at  length  these  ciTorts  have  been 
crowned  with  complete  success.  The  paper  to 
be  used  for  the  new  bill  is  of  a  light  straw  color ; 
red  is  also  employed.  These  colors  are  renderetl 
neces.sary  by  the  chemical  process  to  which  the 
paper  is  req  ired  to  be  subjected  in  its  manufac- 
ture ;  the  straw  color,  however,  cannot  but  be  re- 
ceived with  greater  favor  tlian  that  of  our  bank 
bills  as  now  used.
